TlONAL EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE. He advised that he was familiar with the fact * -*■ 
that, a pamphlet entitled "Why Win the War - And lose What We Are Fighting 
For?" was printed sometime during 1942 or 1943 and that Label No. 120 had 
been used. -Ho reported the matter to the Allied, Printing Trades Council, for 
the nisuso’— of the label, but that council ’had not beep able to run the matter 
down *to find wfio had misused it, He stated that he was familiar with the

fact, that Hr* JOHN H,- MCffiNj deceased printing broker,, who formerly had his 
offices at 63 Bark How had done most of the pointing for JOSEPH P. £AMP and 
that MULLEN probably was the person who had had the pamphlet printed for 
KAMP. 


Mr,: IAVD3E advised that the type for the front cover of the pamph- 
let may have been set fcy R 0 GCOT 3 KI COMPANY, but °f course, there was ho way 
for them, to, tell for whom the work was .being done, and he Was hot sure 
whether the front coyer was printed by his company. 

Mr. LA7IHE suggested that, since Mr; RANKO of the RANNO .PBESS, 444 
Pearl Street, had done some work for Mr* MUTJiRN perhaps he may have printed 
the pamphlet referred to. 

Hr. BXAGIl . 4 ANNO, owner of RANNO PRESS, 444 Pearl Street, residence 
12pi Mace Avenue, BrOpx, advised that be had .printed the abover-mentioned 
pacphlet '^Why Win the War — And lose TShdt. "We Are Fighting For?” for JOEIT H. 
MUEEEiJ, deceased. At first he could not remember the year when the pangfLet- 
was printed but, stated that the -type had. been' set. by Mr.. WIHIAM jB. K&ILIKS 
of 61 Cliff Street. He stated that he charged Mr. MULLEN for the job and 
had all his dealings with Mr. HUHEN, to whom the, pamphlets were delivered 
upon their completion. He further stated that, Mr.. iSULLEN on one .occasion 
brought in the, individual for whom pe was doing the work, and RANKO Stated 
that, although he did not remember the name and; was not sure that ha had 
ever heard the name, he might be able to identify the* person- for whoa MUJJjSN 
stated the work Was being done. 

On the first occasion when Mr* RANNO was interviewed he could not 
locate ary items in his records -concerning the publication. However, he lo- 
cated a copy of the publication in its revised form entitled "How -to Win the 
War - And lose What We’re Fighting For?" and delivered the same to the writer. 
This pamphlet will be enclosed with this report to the Washington Field Bi- 
vision. 


On March 30, 1945 , Mr. RANKO advised that he had found some items 
in his ledgers pertaining to this, ptiblica tion. He stated that, according 
to his books, he received the order for 'Why Win the War - And lose What We 
Are Fighting For?" on February 13, 1942. On the first issue, he printed 
10,000 copies at the request of JOHN H, MULLEN, f er which he charged $60 
for the initial printing. Part of this bill was. paid March 10, 1942, by 

1 On March 12, 1942, there was another change of for printing,, 
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for printing 25,000 copies with chabges pn the front page. Mr. RANNO ad- 
vised that the change was merely in the title which -was changed from M Why 
Win the War' - And lose What We Are Fitting For?'* to “How to Win the War- - 
And lose What We 're Fighting For?” 


On April 11, 1942, 15,000 copies of “How to Win the War - And lose 
Tihat We’re Fighting For?” were printed for the price of $60. All orders, 
were placed by Mr. MULLEN who -made all payments- and who arranged for the 
delivery of the pamphlets. 

Mr. RANNO again stated that it might be possible that he could 
identify the person f or whom MULLEN was doing the work. 

Me 1 . LAVpJE had stated that it was probable that Mr. 1. £» LASKA 
Of GLOBE BINDER?, 441 Pearl Street had bound the pamphlet inasmuch as he 
had done most of MULLEN *s work-. However, Mr. LASKA was contacted with nega- 
tive results, 

Mr. Y/IELIAM E. COLLINS, Machine Composition, 61 Cliff Street, 
advised that he had set the type for the pamphlet entitled “Why Win the War 
— And lose Tihat We Are Fighting For?” for Mr. JOHN H. MULLEN, deceased. 

His journal record reflects that, pn February 1, 1942, an entry was made for 
an order for the composition for 'Win the War Folder .’ 1 $ 46 -was charged 
for the. composition and $12 for. the makeup. Mr, JOHN H. MULLEN ordered the 
job. done and paid for setting the type, Mr. COLLINS delivered the type by 
messenger to the RANNO PRESS, 444 Pearl Street, after additions or changes 
had been made in the initial composition, up to and including February 13, 

1942. He stated that,, inasmuch as Mr. MUILEN Was always in a hurry for his 
work, it is probable that the material was delivered to RANNO PRESS Feb- 
ruary 13, 1942. 

It was, ascertained that Mr, SALTATOR^LENTO, owner of LENTO HtESS^ 
441 Pearl Street, printed about 100,000 copies or the pamphlet entitled 
%ote .CIO and Get a Soviet. America" for the CONSTITUTIONAL EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE, 
INC,, of 342 Madison Avenue, New York City., He advised -that the job was 
done beginning the 30th of September, 1944, and up to and including about 
October 31, 1944* The work was ordered by Mr. JOSEPH P. KAMP, who came 
personally to the LENTO PRESS tp order the work done.

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In his appearance before the Committee -to Investigate Campaign 
Expenditures, KAMP protested it was unnecessary for him to comply with the 
subpoena duces tecum* to produce the records of the Constitutional Educational 
League inasmuch as it was his contention that the League was not engaged in 
political activity and thus did' not come within the proper scope bf the 
Committee’s inquiry into campaign expenditures .. 

Accordingly, three of the publications of the Constitutional Educa- 
tional League, each, of which was* written by JOSEPH P« KAMP and published by 
the League^ aiid each of which, wbuld appear* to .shop/ political activity on the 
part pf the League, are being described below'. 

■'VOTE CIO . . . AID GET A SOVIET AMERICA” 

• by JOSEPH P. KAMP 


This sixty-eight page pamphlet was published' by the Constitutional, 
Educational League in September, during the last presidential election 

for the apparent purpose *of influencing voters to vote against FRANK- 
LIN Di ROOSEVELT, the nominee bf the-Democratic Party. It. claims that ‘R00SE-. 
VELT was dominated by a clique of Communists who were taking over the United 
States and who wore' running his campaign for a fourth, term. The final para- 
graph of the pamphlet quotes from the Chicago Tribune that “the .people who 
support the New Deal ticket this .November are supporting, the Communists and 
building theih up for the/ day when they plan tp bring the red terror sweeping 
down upon America. A New Deal vote .is an invitktion to murder. 11 This para- 
graph- in- substance is the theme of the pamphlet.* 

The following pertinent statements in this pamphlet, should be noted s

This chapter .from page 11 through page 27' attempts to show - the 
Communist activities (of EARL BROWDER and SIDNEY KTTJHAN and their influence 
With the ^ ROOSEVEIT a<hninistration. The chapter concludes oh page 28 with 
an alleged quotation from the Washington correspondent of the Soviet agency 
Tass -that "We believe that we have Mr-. ROOSEVELT in the middle of a swift 
stream, and that thb current is so strong he cannot turn back from it. We

-with a SI&LUV' (^ge 28).

J. LARSON, Provost Marshal at Camp Carson. He stated that these letters 
were received in the above envelope on August 4, 1945, and he stated that 
he believed that possibly the writer of these letters had mistakenly put 
them in an envelope addressed to Camp Carson and may possibly have enclosed 
another letter intended for the Commanding Officer of the Camp Carson 
Prisoner of TTar Camp in an envelope directed to JOSEPH P. KAMP. He 
advised that he knew nothing further regarding these letters, but stated 
that he will cause examination of his files to be made and will furnish 
this office a list of persons residing in San Francisco, California, who 
have corresponded with German Prisoners of War at Camp Carson. This list 
of names will also be furnished to the Bureau as soon as it is received 
from Major LARSON.

O N the tally sheet of accomplishments for 
youth in 1945, there are many marks that 
besmirch the record. The many fine attainments 
of American youngsters in^h’eir eager prepara- 
tion to assume adult responsibilities have been 
smeared by the dishonest, antisocial behavior of 
boys and girls who seek happiness by illicit 
means. 

There necessarily must be an answer to this 
problem of illegal, un-American behavior. An 
analysis of the structure of society inevitably 
includes a survey of man's attitudes and actions 
with relation to his fellow man. The progress 
of society depends upon man — its downfall is 
his responsibility. A nation’s rise to great, 
heights is based upon law and order. A nation’s 
downfall, therefore, results from lawlessness 
and disorder. 
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Is it any wonder that right-thinking Aiiner-. 
jeans are anxious to preserve law and order to 
insure ^continuance of free, democratic prin- 
ciples. The Nazi madmen plunged Europe into 
disorder. Their regime reaped a harvest of 
- horror and death. 

We should have great concern for our own 
home front because there is every indication 
that lawlessness and disorder are attempting to 
sink their fangs into our daily life. Crime is the 
offspring of ’ these vicious evils and the records 
clearly indicate it is on the upswing. 

A grand total of 1,565,541 major crimes 
were registered for our nation in 1945. This 
represented an increase of 12.4 percent over 
the 1944 figure. The crime increases were more 
pronounced and widespread in 1945 than have 
been recorded in many years. Sharp rises were 
noted in .many crimes of a serious nature. Rob- 
beries led with a 23.6,per cent jump followed 
by .increases of 18.7 per cent in auto thefts,' 

' 17 10 P er cent * ^ burglaries, 16.2 per cent in 
ne i>kgent manslaughters, and 10.1 per cent in 
murders. Aggravated assaults rose 8.7 per cent 
and an 8.6 per cent rise was recorded for lar- ’ 
cemes. Offenses of rape, which for a number of 
.years have been on the upswing, rose 5.7 ner 
cent in 1945. r 6 F 

Crime with all its horror reaches its depths^ 
of despair in recounting the acts of boys and 
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and implicit faith. That is why there can be 
no suitable substitute for parents; no adequate 
substitute for the home. * 

Failure on the part of parents has made it 
necessary for our churches, schools^ and youth- 
serving organizations to do all they can to try 
to retrieve youngsters from the results of bad 
example. These agencies in ^our ‘social structure 
are doing fine work to create solidarity on the 
youth front. 

There are many* distracting factors that in- 
' fluence the actions of youth in. modern life. It 
is increasingly evident that all of us must con- 
tribute our thought, time and effort to the solu- 
tion of a problem which presents a grave threat 
to our American way of life, 

A study of the individual backgrounds of , 
many youthful offenders reveals a complete lack 
of opportunity for proper recreation and worth- 
while ^leisure-time activity. During, the warj the 
facilities of nearly every community swung into 
action toward a common objective. Youth Was 
left, for the most part, on its own and little was 
done to create wholesome opportunities for di- 
version and provide proper outlets for normal, 
.youthful vigor. We cannot discount the fact 
that youths have the desire to do, something. 
This desire cannot be misguided or uncontrolled 
or ir will lead to ruin. Work, play and the 
utilization of youthful ambitions can be prop- 
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sions are good, they will form the basis fot the 
ideals that will strengthen adulthood. ' jt 

The saying, "Train up a child in the way he 
should go: and 'when he is old, he will not 
depart from it, 1 ’ is as true today as it was thou- 
sands of years ago when it was written. 

In the training of children, it would appear 
that there is a tendency to discount or 'eliminate 
the teachings of God. In their eagerness to pre- 
pare their children for the material things of* 
the world, many parents miss the most impor- 
tant thing — religion. The failure to instill in 
youngsters the necessity to follow established 
moral and ethical teachings places" their future 
security and ours in ‘ jeopardy. Their minds are 
void of reason as to why it is necessary to fol- 
low the moral law and man-made law. Their 
consciences will be warped and scarred and 
their will power will be exercised to satisfy 
their own selfish ends. The terrible consequence 
of that type-of make-up is usually vicious crim- 
inal activity. 

The awful gash which has cut into the sur- 
face of our society as a result of crime needs 
to be cured by a return to fundamentals and an 
abiding faith in God. No one can successfully 
substitute for parents in teaching a child the 
beauties of liberty and freedom as distinguished 
from license and anarchy. The lessons a child 
learns from his^parents are absorbed with trust 






k girls under 21 years of age. While only 21 per 
cent of the total number, of persons arrested last 
year were youngsters under voting age, never- 
theless they accounted for more than 40 per 
cent of the burglaries, 61 per cent of the car 
thieves, 30 per cent.of the rapists, more than 33 
per cent of the thieves and 35 per cent of the 
robbers arrested. The greatest increase in the 
* arrest of boys was for criminal homicide and 
other assaults, such arrests increasing almost 17- 
per cent during 1945 compared with\ 1944. 
There was also a rise 4 of almost 11 per cent in 
arrests of boys under 21 for;, offenses against 
common decency. The number of ^arrests of 
girls in the same age group for criminal homi- 
cide and other assaults /showed a smaller up-

Any approach to a 'solution of the question 
must first, I am certain, be a study of existing 
conditions which need to be, remedied before 
an effective cure can take place.
